Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-58, drawn to process for producing block copolymer, classified in class 
526, subclass 272. 

II. Claims 59-64, drawn to a block copolymer, classified in class 528, subclass 405. 

III. Claims 66, 67, 83, and 84, drawn to a method of compatibilizing thermoplastic 
resins, classified in class 525, subclass 228. 

IV. Claims 68-82 and 85-88, drawn to a thermoplastic composition, classified in class 
525, subclass 241. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
product may be made by a materially different process such as metal catalyzed polymerization. 
Also, the claimed process can be use to make a materially different product such as an ethylene- 
vinyl acetate copolymer. 

3. Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are not related as they result in the formation of different materials. 
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4. Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are not related because invention I is drawn to a process for making a block 
copolymer, and invention IV is drawn to a composition different from the block copolymer of 
invention I. Clearly, two different classes of invention are being claimed. 

5. Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the process for using can be practiced with another materially 
different product such as a styrene-unsaturated anhydride copolymer having different 
constitution and properties. The product as claimed can be used in a materially different process 
of use of the product such as ion scavenger in a water softening agent. 

6. Inventions II and IV are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate-final 
product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the intermediate 
product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 3rd paragraph), and 
the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the instant case, the intermediate 
product is deemed to be useful as anion-exchange resin material, and the inventions are deemed 
patentably distinct since there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. 
Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant 
should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be 
obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions anticipated by the prior art, the evidence or admission may 
be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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7. Inventions III and IV are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
process claimed can be used to make a materially different product containing resins different 
from that cited in invention IV. In addition, the product as claimed can be made by a materially 
different process such as polymerizing in the presence of a metal catalyst. 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, III, or IV, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

10. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group II is not required for Group III or IV, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

1 1 . Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group HI is not required for Group IV, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

12. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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13. Claims 1-58 are drawn to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
the two groups listed below. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Claims 1-44 processes drawn to components 

Claims 45-58 processes drawn to apparatus 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

14. A telephone call was made to Stephen S. Hodgson on June 3, 2005 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
